LONDON, Dec. 19.—This was an- 
othersday of slow but definite progress 
for King George in nis battle with 
pneumonia, which has kept him in bed 
for a month. 

Tonight’s bulletin from the Bucking- 
bam palace read: 

“The king has passed a quiet day. 
Both general and local conditions con- 
tinue to make slow progress.” It was 
signed by Sir Stanley Hewett, Sir 
Hugh M. Rigby and Lord Dawson 
of Penn. 

The morning bulletin said the king 
had had a restful night. 

Prince Sees Squash Finals. 

The fact that the king’s condition 
had moved another step in the right 
direction, with a corresponding relax- 
ation of tension, was indicated further 
when the prince of Wales visited the 
squash rackets championship finals at 
the Bath club this afternoon. The 
queen; Princess Mary and Viscount 
Lascelles also paid a surprise visit to 
the London zoo this afternoon, where 
they remained an houf inspecting the 
aquarium and reptile house.

Whether any of those indicted for 
the kidnaping or those held in con- 
nection with the murder of the wit- 
fiess are aliens the department has 
not been advised. It customarily de-

Even if any of those so far arrested 
are aliens it will be impossible to de- 
port them unless, having been in this 
country not more than five years, 
they are convicted in this case or 
have been convicted of a previous 
felony involving moral turpitude, or

The marked increase of crime in fra- 
cial groups of foreign extraction in Tre- 
cent years indicates that our immigra- 
tion, deportation and naturalization 
laws stand in need of a thorough over- 
hauling with a view to the protection 
of the American people from foreign 
criminal elements. 

Few Are Deportable. 

The administration of the deporta- 
tion law has demonstrated that few 
of the gangsters in the foreign col- 
onies of our large cities are deportable 
aliens. Most of them have been found 
to be native Americans of foreign 
born parentage or naturalized citizens. 
Of the few found to be aliens still 
fewer were deportable because, having 
been in the United States less than 
five years, they had been convicted of 
no felony, though possibly many mis- 
demeanors, or, having been here 
longer, had been convicted of only one 
felony. 

These disclosures indicate a weak- 
ness not only of the deportation but 
of the naturalization law.

Department of labor officials have 
been of the opinion for a long time 


that it is altogether too easy for an 
alien to become an American citizen. 
In the last fiscal year naturalization 
broke all records, the total mounting

When a criminal is found to be a 
naturalized citizen his citizenship can 
be taken from him by court process 
and the department of labor inva- 
riably institutes such proceedings at 
the instance of local police officials. 
During the last year 631 naturaliza- 
tion certificates were thus canceled. 
The largest number in any city was 
in New York, where 121 were de 
prived of citizenship for various rea- 
sons, 104 in Chicago and 87 in Boston.

Both 
these bills were shelved in the senate, 
where they were opposed as. too 
drastic by Senator Hiram Johnson

‘Law Safeguards Alien. 

The deportation act, these officials 
rointed out, now safeguards the alien 
in many respects. To be deportable 
for the commission of a crime, the 
olien must be convicted and sentenced 
for a period of a year or more within 
five years after entry into the United 
States, and the crime must involve 
moral turpitude, Mr. Smith said it is 
difficult to define ‘“‘ moral turpitude.” 

But if there is no conviction of 
crime during the first five years of 
residence, the alien cannot be deport- 
ed unless, since May, 1917, he is con- 
victed and sentenced more than once 
to a year or more of imprisonment 
for crimes involving moral turpitude. 
Mr. Smith would change that. 

“I would eliminate the time 
entirely,”’ he proposed. “I have al» 
ways felt that any alien, no matter 
how long he has resided here, should 
te subject to investigation by this 
cepartment, even though the crime he 
committed did not involve moral tur- 
pitude nor carry a sentence of a year 
cr more, 


Would Register Aliens. 

“The length of time that an alien 
has been in this country without mak- 
ing application or receiving his citi 
zenship papers should be, taken into 
consideration also. The longer he has 
left this unattended to, the more it 
should react against him, as it shows 
that he is willing to reap the benefits 
without shouldering any of the respon- 
sibiJity. 

“I favor, also, the registration of 
aliens until they become citizens, This 
registration would be with the police 
or with the government each time a 
change in residence is made.

Saved by Citizenship. 

Aliens entering the country now are 
given identification cards containing 
their photograph, description, and 
other material information, Mr. Smith 
said. The original is kept by the alien 
and a copy placed in the department 
files. This has helped in the super- 
vision of the entrants. 

After obtaining citizenship papers, 
the foreign born resident is not sub- 
ject to deportation, a restriction which 
hampers the immigration authorities. 
Investigation of the case of a Chicago 
gunman, involved in a shooting affray, 
showed he was a naturalized citizen 
and exempt from deportation, Mr. 
Smith said. 

Mr. Schlotfelat’s suggestion would 
eliminate this hindrance.

'WOMAN DIES AS 
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FLU EPIDEMICS HAVE 
BOOSTED CITY'S DEATH 
| RATE, DR. KEGEL SAYS 


Prospects for a low mortality rate 
In Chicago for 1928 have been spoiled 
by the present influenza epidemic and 
that of last spring, Health Commis- 
sioner Arnold H. Kegel told 150 mem- 
bers of the Chicago Medical society at 
their weekly meeting last night in the 
Medical and Dental Arts building, 
Lake street and Wabash avenue. 

“At the present time,” Dr. Kegel 
said, “ Chicago has had nearly 3,000

than occurred in the same period in 
Practically all of the increase 
can be laid to respiratory disease. The 


ifirst wave began in March 


reached points as high as 200 deaths 
a week, twice the normal rate. It 


continued until] May, when the weath- 


er became favorable, and the disease 
declined rapidly. Then it reappeared 
in» November, and while reports of 
cases are inaccurate, the death rate 
is a fair indication that a genuine 
epidemic has been in progress.” 

During the first eighteen days of 
this month, Dr. Kegel said, 2,425 cases 
of influenza and 84 deaths from it 
have been reported to the health de 
partment, with 1,115 cases of pneu- 
monia, and 351 deaths for the same 
period.

Fanaticism in the United States is in that state 
-of mind to which fanaticism always comes when 
resistance to its intolerable creeds and orders 
stiffens under persecution, as it will if a people 
haVe any coOUfage and sense of freedom. It be- 
comes more savage, brutal and inhumane. Every 
religious persecution has taken this course. Obsti- 
macy and resistance infuriate the persecutors 
and they dismiss all restraints. They seek and 
get life imprisonment, as in Michigan, for stray 
victims of thelr law. They kill without compunc 
tion or regret. They delight in the ruin they 
may cause in seéking to impose their will and 
regulations upon people who are escaping them. 
It is the oldest story in the world, that of the 
frenzy of persons made wild and savage by the 
failure to dominate and control the beliefs and 
habits of others. Prohibition is in this infuriated 
state of mind and its zealots have lost their

- Im 1925 the legislature of Minnesota enacted a law 
giving a county judge the right to suppress per- 
manently, by means of injunction and without trial 
by jury, any “malicious, scandalous, or defamatory 
pewspaper.” Under this statute a judge in Hennepin 
county in 1927 suppressed by injunction the Minne- 
apolis Saturday Post, an unimportant weekly publi- 
cation which had been devoted largely to an ex- 
posure of crime conditions in Minneapolis and to 
criticisms of public officials. The action was insti- 
tuted by the county prosecutor. 
The constitutie-n of Minnesota provides that “ the 
liberty of the press ‘shall forever remain inviolate 
and all persons may freely speak,

S. B. writes: What is Devonshire 
cream? How does it get its name? 
What is it good for? 


REPLY: 

Devonshire cream originated in Detohabiie, 
England, where it is still the otttstanding 
delicacy. People travel long distance to 
eat strawberries and Devonshire. 

There is no reason why it cannot be made 
anywhere. .The method, as given by Thomp- 
son, is as follows: 

Take @ quart of more of good quality 
milk, Place in 4 pan. Heat over a slow 
fire to a temperature over 140 and not 
over 150 degrées Fahrenheit. Skim the 
cream from the hot milk. Whip this cream, 
or fluff it in a sillibub churn. Some people 
add a small amount of clean lime water or 
sirup of lime water to the milk before 
heating it. This furthers the thickening 

Devonshire cream contains 33 per cent 
water, 58 per cent fat, 6 per cent protein, 
2 per cent sugar, and less than 1 per cent 
ash. Ordinary skimmed cream contains more 
than twice as much water, one-thind as much 
fat, a little more than one-third as much 
protein, and twice as much sugar.

Layton indubitably branded himself 
as the greatest three-cushion billiard 
player in the world. Not only had he 
won the national championship from a 


spring, not only had he come through 
this*tournament without being close to 
defeat, but in this final game he outdid 
himself to play the finest three-cushion 
billiards ever seen in a championship 
and break the world’s record for tour- 
nament play. Layton counted his 50

was 26 innings, held by Otto Reiselt. 


Layton Is Master. 

Meantime thé pocket billiards cham- 
pionship, which was to have been de- 
cided in the afternoon game between 
Ralph Greenleaf and Frank Taberski, 
ended with a protest by Taberski.

Astounds Critic

In every opera geason there must 
be at least one performance of “ The 
Jewess.” It is one of the unfailing 
standbys, one of the inevitables, even 
though there are sure to be certain 
too easily dissatisfied fault finders 
who regard it as musical cannon fod- 
der instead of something inspiriting. 

And why not? If ever a work was 
written for popular consumption, this 
is the one. Every one in the cast gets 
a solo, some of them several, and 
there are duets and trios and concerted 
numbers With chorus until one gets 
tired of counting them, High notes 
flash and low notes grumble.
